History, is full of what youth can 


do. David was a mere stripling with. 
rosy cheeks when he slew the great

Newton was 
only twenty-three when he made dis- 
coveries that have revolutionized sci- 
ence. 
Athanasius was a young man

Luther was only twenty-four when he 
led In the great attacks of the Ger- 
man reformation. Ills years were no 
barrier to vision, for he saw the need 
of educational freedou which hns re- 
sulted in the modern public school. 
So the list might be enlarged adding 
an Increasing emphasis on the powers 
of youth. 


Early Formal Gardening. 


In the sixteenth century, formal 


gardening was carried to a very high 
pitch. 
In England, many fine new 


country houses were being built on a 
scale unknown hcfore, and gardens, 
lit to act as their setting, were being 
laid out round them. The Importance 
of vthe place which both domestic 
architecture and gardening, or rather 
the designing and laying out of gar- 
dens, occupied In men'i thoughts ia 
shown by the fact that such a man 
as Lord Bacon wrote an essay on both 
subjects. Nor was his essay by any 
means an Isolated Instance. A cen- 
tury or so later, John Evelyn devoted 
much attention to and wrote a great 
deal on the same subject, and there 
are a host of lesser writers on gar- 
dens, such as Gervase Markhnm and 
some of his friends. 


History of Skating. 


The art of skating was invented by 


the Dutch, and was popular In Holland 
centuries before it spread to England 
and France. 
The flrst blade-skates 


used In England were Introduced from 
Holland about 16GO, and are flrst men- 
tioned in a diary bearing this date, 
January 20, 1C61. Prior to the use of 
skates by the Dutch, a sort of skate 
made of the bones of animals was used 
by the northern peoples, dating back 
to prehistoric times. Several of these 
primitive bone-skates have been found 
in the marshy fields near London, and 
are preserved In the British museum. 
The period when skating, as It is 
known nAw, originated In Holland, is 
not known to historians.

FEED REQUIREMENTS FOR HORSES DIFFER 


Horses at Heavy Work Need a Ration With a High Percentage of Grain. 


(Prepared by tha United States Depart- 


ment ot Agriculture.) 


\ There is much more to feeding old 
Dobbin than simply giving him n little 
corn nnd oafs and then allowing him to 
fill up on whatever kind of liny Is avail- 
able. Close observation Is needed more 
In feeding horses than any other clnss 
of live Block. 
Horses of the snmo 


weight may have different feed require- 
ments which make it necessary to 
study the Individuality of the animals. 
If the horse is not doing well on a 
ration n slight change should be made, 
but CD abrupt change may cause diges- 
tive disturbances. 


To furnish energy for work, the 


horse must be fed In excess of what 
')* needed for bodily maintenance. The 
amount of feed needed. for mainte- 
nance Is about two-thirds of that re- 
quired for a horse doing moderate 
work.'

More Grain for Light Horse*. 


Horses of the light breeds', used for 


pleasure or racing, need more grain 
and less hay than do horses doing slow 
or heavy, work. Oats easily rank flrst 
Binpng the feeds for light horses, and 
may be supplemented with crushed or 
soaked barley and bran. 
Corn Is to* 


fattening to constitute the bulk of the 
concentrates for light horses. It may 
je used, however. If supplemented with 
Inseed meal or wan. 
'A mixture of 


one of the leguminous hays, such as 
nlfalfa or clover, fed with timothy or 
other hay will furnish the roughage. A 
larger quantity of hay should be al- 
lowed for horses less actively employ- 
ed, and should be fed mostly at 
night. 
One pound of hay -and from 


one to one . and one-fourth .pounds 
of grain to 100 pounds of-live weight 
will be sufficient for such light horses 
at moderate work. 


The quantity of feed for the work 


hnrse depends on the aniQunt of work 
nnd on the speed nt which It Is per- 
formed; a horse requires considerably 
more feed when working at the trot 
than nt the walk. 
It is a good rule 


to allow 1.1 pounds of grain and one 
and, one:fifth 
pounds 
of 
hay, to 


every 100 pounds live weight for horses 
at moderate weight. At this:rate a 
1,200-pound horse would require 13 
pounds of grain and 1414 pounds of 
hay a day. . If the work Is severe, the: 


quantity of grain should be Increased. 
The horse nt hard work requires one 
and one-fourth to one.and one-third 
pounds of grain for 100 pounds live 
weight. The hoy, however, should not 
be mo're thnn one nnd one fourth pounds 
for an equal amount of live weight.

- When Ibis 
method Is used the amount of sodi- 
um fluorld may be reduced by adding 
four parts of some finely powdered 
material, such as road dust or flour, to 
each part of fliiorltl. The dust, while 
not poisonous, Is somewhat irritating 
to the nose and th'ront. If allowed to 
remain on the skin in any quantity for 
any great length of time, It inny cause 
slight local irritation. For these rea- 
sons, those.dusting a large, number of 
chickens would do well to coyer nose 


1 nnd mouth with a dust guard or damp- 
cloth and to wash their hands occa- 
sionally.

The dipping method is more econom- 


ical, but ombng many poultry raisers 
there Is a general sentiment against 
the .practice of dipping fowls, large!? 
because most of the dips contain nse- 
terinls which discolor the feathers. 
The sodium fluorld dip, however, U 
harmless, and as compared with dust- 
-Ing Is more easily done. As It is neces- 
sary that the fowls dry quickly, dip- 
ping Is most applicable in the Southern 
states and to summer treatments in 
the North. For lice on young chicien", 
young turkeys, and. In fact, »11 newly 
hatched or.sick fowls, the application 
of sodium flnorld In the dust form Is 
recommended.

Since the armistice many worldwlso 


persons have gone to Alsace to seek 
proof of their skepticism, only to re- 
miiln and slug the "Marseillaise" nnd 
Join in the more or less continuous 
celebration which has been golnj; on 
throughout Alsace since the German 
domination was removed. Thoretjs no 
question about It—the people are gen- 
uinely glad to be once more Joined to 
France. 


Makes four as France's Guest 


I liave Just completed a comprehen- 


sive survey of Alsace In company with 
a large'party of allied correspondents, 
during which' we were the .guests' of 
the French government and the chief 
officials pf'Alsace. Leaving Paris by 
special train, we went direct to Strass- 
bourg, where the whole city was be- 
flngged and en fete. A luncheon was 
tendered by the municipality and Inter 
we vlslicd tlie delightful old Venetian 
quarter of the city, the cathedral, with 
Its famous clock, and the tomb of Mar- 
shal Snxe. 
/ 


In the. evening we were the guests 


of the French high commissioner, Mr 
Maringer, at a large banquet. 
While 


the plate still bore the German eagle 
the hearts of those present and sentl 
menis expressed by the speakers were 
unmistakably 
French. Native Alsa 


tians, who hart lived through the en 
tire German occupation, rejoiced that 
the German menace had been removed 
nnd expressed the firm hope that never 
again would Boche soldiers cross the 
Rhine. 
The most prominent men of 


Strasbourg were present nt the ban- 
quet and the whole spirit of the event 
was French. 


We were pleasantly surprised to be 


introduced to a large group of pretty 
Alsatian girls, members''of the best 
families, who came to the French gov- 
ernment building following the ban- 
quet. The charm and vlvaclousness of 
the girls, who were attired in the na- 
tive costume of Alsace, soon made us 
forget there was such a thing ns a 
peace conference or a council of ten. 
Later the assembled company Joined 
hands and danced the native farnndole 
revel, the.Jazz being forgotten la the 
enthusiasm for the old dance. 


Torchlight Parade for VHitora.

an automobile ride through beautiful 
agricultural districts and picturesque 
little villages. During the entire trip 
we were able to meet and talk with 
many Alsatians In all walks of life, so 
that the Impressions we received were 
the result of a rather wide range of 
thought 


Fear Serious Economic Condition. 


. While all tils happiness over the re- 
turn to France Is real and sincere, Al- 
sace Is faced with the most difficult 
questions In her history, created large- 
ly because of the new order of things. 
Ever since Alsace was taken over by 
Germany, in 3871, virtually all the 
trade of the province has been to the 
East, with Germany and her allies. 
With the stroke of a pen, so to Speak, 
\lsnce has terminated these Iraile re- 
lations and new trade fiVl 


The German, with all his oppression, 


las developed In th& 'two provinces 
nany useful Industrial orginlutlocs, 
and these have Invaded every phss« of 
commercial life. 
Electricity, for «• 


ample, has nearly reached perfection. 
Tor t time the lack of the commercial 
aid which Germany give, • howerer 
selfishly, will be felt by Alsace. 


But only for B time, for the true Al- 


satians are united In tbclr desire to re- 
move everything German from their 
lives and once more breathe and act 
freely and have the ilberly of action 
which has not been theirs for more, 
limn 48 years. While Ihc German had 
a kind of efficiency, It was the oppres- 
sive sort which the Alsatian did not 
like. It was like the lifting of a pall 
for the Alsatians to rid themselves of 
the Gorman, who ruled them with n 
stiffness und harshness which did 
mucli to keep burning Ihc French 
spirit. The Alsatians, I believe, will 
be glad to renounce some of the ma- 
terial improvements brought to them by 
the Germans In payment for being re- 
turned to the French fold. They hopo 
that the allies, and among them they 
of course include the United States, 
will assist them In their.serious .re- 
construction problems. Observing tho 
flnc courage nnd enthusiasm of tho 
Alsatian people, one Is sure that a few 
years will sec this little province more 
prosperous and certainly more content- 
ed than ever before In Its history. 


German ElemeVit a Problem. 


Next in Importance to the economi- 


cal question Is the problem of dealing 
with the large German population In 
Alsace. The population of Alsace-Lor- 
raine today Is not more than 2,000,000 
persons, of whom between 300,000 and 
400,000 are of the German element as 
distinguished from the native. 
When 


Gerinany took tiie two provinces, she 
Immediately began to exploit them, 
tier first step was to urge the Ger- 
mans to settle In Alsace and Lorralno 
and with that peculiar obedience to all 
things coming from the government, 
the Germans Immediately began to col- 
onize In both tho provinces. 


These Germans came in, settled 


flown, established business firms, and 
became, part 'of the life of the com- 
munity. Many of them have been therS 
40 years and their children, although 
German, know no other home but Al- 
sace. Their only language Is that of 
Germany and they have retained nil 
the characteristics of the Teutonic 
race. 
• 


In Hits connection the language situ- 


ation In Alsace Is interesting.. In 
Strasbourg, for example, the. largest 
city, German Is largely spoken, al' 
though there Is nothing markedly Ger- 
man about the city. Hut ns It has been 
frequently said, Strasbourg Is neither 
German nor French, but Alsatian. To 
appreciate this one must sec the city 
and talk with the people. They have 
certain German characteristics, such 
as stability, but their manner and 
ways are decidedly French. Tho com- 
bination of tho two has produced a 
charming personality, the Teutonic' 
giving a sort of restraint which th<f 
French character oftentimes lacks. 


Throughout the province German la

CHARLES HANDY 


Charles'Handy was an. ante-Revolu- 


tionary member of the Arfillery Com- 
pany. . He was born in Maryland, 
Oct. 8, 1729. 
He came to Newport 


and engagedMn mercantile pursuits, 
and married Ann, a daughter of John 
Brown, im eminent merchant of New- 
I, Illl 


port, Sept. IV, 1763. He, after the 
decease of his first wife, married 
Abigail, the daughter of Jahleel Bren- 
tcn, and the widow of Philip Wilkin- 
son.• Brenton was for several years 
Sheriff of the County of Newport, and 
Wilkinson was a merchant. 
Charles 


JIandy purchased a large part of the 
Teal estate which formerly belonged 
•to Abraham Redwood, between Pel- 
ham and Bowery' streets. 
Through 


this land he laid several streets, to 
•which he gave the names of his sons, 
John, Levin, William and Thomas. 


Charles Handy owned the Devens 


house on Mary street, formerly be- 
longing to the late Capt. John Brown, 
which by/his will he devised to his 
daughtcr,'Ann Russell, wife of Major 
Thomas .Russell, and the mother of 
Charles; H. Russell and William H 
K'jssell, who were for a long period ol 
time among the' most eminent mer- 
chants of the city of New York. John 
Handy, from whom John street gets 
its name, early joined Colonel Will- 
iam Richmond's regiment in the Rev- 
olution, and was almost from the first 
organization of the regiment regi- 
mental quartermaster. 
He read the 


Declaration of Independence from the 
Court House steps in Newport in July 
1776, and fifty years later, July 4 
1826, he re-read the Declaration from 
th<2 same place. Major Handy was, in 
1777, adjutant of Col. Christopher 
Smith's regiment. . In 1778 he was 
brigade major. It was John Handy 
who, when applied to for information 
as to where Benjamin Brenton could 
b& found by Lieut. Palmer of Col. 
Richmond's regiment, that referred 
the party making the inquiry to a 
men by the name cf Newman, who 
f 


ave the required information, and 
renton was found and arrested at the 


dinner table of Joseph Wanton, Jr., 
•who afterwards sought to challenge 
General West, for the intrusion upon 
his hospitality. 


Charles Handy, Jr., was a Captain 


in Col. Crary's regiment, and like his 
brother John, an efficient officer. 
Af- 


ter,the war, Charles Handy, Jr., en- 


• gaged in the mercantile marine, and 


became a master mariner. He died in 
1791. and administration was granted 
to his'brother John, on his estate, in 
1792. He left several children. 


Charles Handy, Senior, died in July, 


17P3. 
His will was dated July 12, 


1793. 
In it he mentions his sons 


Thomas, John, Levin' and William, 
and by it disposes of what was then 
considered to be a large estate.At the 
time of his decease he owned sperma- 
cetti works, for he provides that who- 
ever improves these works should 
annually furnish his widow with a box 
of candles weighing not less than 
thirty pounds. 
He gave to his son 


some twenty acres of town lots; with 
other property. 
He gave Levin his 


favm in Portsmouth. 


There was in Newport a Joseph 


Handy who in the Revolution com- 
manded the privateer "Buckskin." 
Whether he was connected with this 
family or not is not known.
